4. Mok of the great Men of the Kingdom would 
have preferred Hardicaute tohim; but as the laft 
Will of the King his Father was in his Favour, 
and that he had a great Number of Friends, he 
carry'd it. 

®. What is faid of this Prince ? 

A. That he died Childlefs, and without having 
done one memorable Action. His Imptety and In- 
juftice, together with his fcandalous Diffolutenets and 
mean Spirit, had made him fo odious to his Subjects, 
that he was going to be depofed, when Death rid the 
Kingdom of him. 

2. When did he die? 

A. Anno 1049, in the third Year of his Reign. 
He died in the Winter, which was the fharpeft that 
had ever been felt in England. 


CANUTE II. o» HARDICNUTE, Eighteenth King 
of England. 


Reigned from 1039 to 1041. 
Y whom was Harold fucceeded ? 
F A. By Cute, or Hardicnute, his Brother. 
®. What was he betore ? 

4. King of Denmark; his Father having left him 
that Kingdom by Will, as was before obferved. 

“2, When did he begin his Reign ? 

A. In 1039. His Qualities refembled thofe of his 
Brother, to which he added Cruelty. 

‘2, In what Manner did the Eng/ib receive him 
upon his Acceifion ? 

f. With great ‘Teftimonies of Joy and Submiffion. 
Howewer, he was very ungrateful for the Affection 
they had fhewn him, he impofing an exerbitant Tax 
on his Subjects. ‘This the Eng/i/> were highly dif- 
gufted at, and the Inhabitants of /orcefer murdered 
two of the Men appointed to levy that Tax. The 
King fent Goodwin Duke of Wefex, and two other 
Noblemen, againft that City ; andthefe burnt it (but 
with great Reluétance) to Ahhes. 

Give me an Inftance of his Cruelty ? 

“. He fully’d the Beginning of his Reign with a 
moft horrid and unjuft Act, by caufing the Body of 
‘ne late King his Brother, to be taken out of his 
sstave, and commanding it to be thrown into the

Thames; which a Fifherman finding, brought it to 
the Danes, who bury’d it in the Church of St. Cy. 
ment Danes. 

2. In what Manner did he die? 

A. Either by excefs of Drinking, in a great Ban. 
quet at Lambeth, or by a ftrong Poifon. Be this a; 
it will, ’tis certain he fell under the Table, and 
died upon the Spot. His Cruelty and Gluttony, which 
were exceflive, raifed him fo much Hatred, that no 
enquiry was made into the Circumiftances of his Exir, 
All Hiftorians agree, that he fpent his Days and 
Nights in riotous eating and drinking. Neverthe. 
lefs, one of them applauds him highly for keeping 
open Table four times a Day ; and bewails the Ava- 
rice of his Succetfors, for abolifhing fo laudable a 
Cuftom. 

2. In what Year did he die? 

A. Anno 1041, being the third Year of his Reign.

EDWARD), /urnamed the Confeffor, Nineteenth 
King of England. 
Reigned from 1041 to 1065. 
= ID Hardicnute leave any Ifiue? 

A. No, atleait none who tucceeded him ; 
for his Crimes, and thofe of his Brother, had made 
the Government of the Dawes {o odious to the Exg- 
life, that the chief Men of the Kingdom met to- 
gether, and enacted a Law againit the Danes. 

2, What was the Purport of it? 

A. That, hereafter, it fhould not be lawful to be. 
ftow the Crown upon any Perfon of that Nation ; and 
that whoever might dare even to propofe it, fhould 
be looked upon even as an Enemy to his Country, 
a ‘Traitor to the State, and be deemed guilty of High 
'Treafon. 

©. Did the Exg/i/s ftop here ? 

4. No; they cut to Pieces all the Danes they 
could find in Exeland, and very few of them efcaped. 
But oar beit Hiltorians doubt the Truth of this In- 
cident ; they oblerving, that tis one of the moft ab- 
ftrufe Pailages in all the Hiftory of England; and that 
in what Light foever we confider it, fuch Difhculyes 
arife as feem infurmountable. 

2. Whom did they eleét King? 

A. Edward; and this by the Intrigues of Goodwin, 
who made him promife, with an Oath, that he 
would marry Editha his Daughter ; to which Condi- 
tion Edward confented, fpite ef his Reluctance, to 
marry the Daughter of a Man, whom he looked upon 
as the murderer of 4/fred his Brother. He crofs‘d 
the Sea in the beginning of the Year 1041; and was 
crown’d at Winche/fer, by Eafine Archbifhop of Caz-

) Were not Goodwin, and his Son, banifh’d ? 

F Yes; for their having refufed te obey the 
King, who, rouzed at the Affront, took his Mea- 
‘ores fo well, that they found themfelves, on a 
.dden, abandoned by their chief Partizans, apd fo 
were forced to obey the Sentence. Some time after 
ne was recalled by the King, who reftored him to 
Employments, as alfo his Sons. 

2, What do fome Hiftorians relate concerning 
his Death ? 

4. That being one Day at Dinner with the King, 
‘his Monarch faid to him, that, had his Brother been 
living, they would have mutually affifted each other ; 
and as he fpoke, he looked upon the Earl with a 
very fcornful Air. 

2. What did the Earl fay to this ? 

4. He knew that the King fufpected him to be 
guilty of his Brother’s Death; taking a bit of 
Bread in his Hand, he faid, ‘ May this be the laft 
‘ Morfel I ever fwallow, if I am guilty of your 
‘ Brother's Death ;’ and immediately put it into his 
Mouth. 

2, What followed upon this ? 

A. It choak’d him, and left the Perfons prefent in 
an Uncertainty, whether it were owing to a fudden 
Fit, or to a Judgment from Heaven. However, 
this Incident is not taken Notice of by the beft Hi- 
torians. 

2. Have we no Inftance of Edward's Severity ? 

4. He feized upon the Treafures of Queen £mma, 
his Mother, which fhe had in Wincheffer ; and with- 
out paying her the leaft Regard, ftript her of all her 
Pofleflions, and left her only a {mall Penfion for her 
Maintenance. Some Hiftorians affert, that he alfo 
acculed her of being engaged in an infamous Com- 
merce with Alavin, Bifhop of Winchefler ; and 
that fhe was obliged to fubmit tothe Ordea/, or 
hery Trial. 

2. Inwhat Manner was this perform’d ? - 

4, Nine red-hot Plough-fhares were laid at un- 
€qual Diftances, over which the Criminal was ob- 
‘ged to pafs blindfolded and barefooted; when, if 
“e came off unhurt, fhe was judged Innocent ; if 
Cwerwie, Guilty. 

.. Did this Queen come off with Honour ? 

“> Yes, fhe pafling through them untouch’d, to 
© great Aftonifhment of all the Spe€tators. But this 
“Ty Wants proper Vouchers. 

~ Did Eaavard gain any Conquefts over his 
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’. He repulfed the Danes, who had made a De- 
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fcentat Sandwich. Siward Earl of Northumberland, 
one of his Generals, routed the Scots, and kill’d their 
King Macheth. Alfgar, an Englifo Nobleman, and 
Griffin King of Wales, made an Inroad into Erg/and, 
and took and plunder’d Hereford; but they were to 
tally routed by Haro/d, Son of Earl Goodwin, who, of 
his own Accord, had raifed an Army in the Diftricts 
under his Command. Ina word, Edward defeated, 
either in Perion, or by his Generals, all thofe who 
dared to attack him. 

2. What did Eawvard do for the better Govern 
ment of his Kingdom ? 

A. He collected the Laws made by his Predece! 
fors, viz. thofe of the Danes, Saxons, and Mercians ; 
and of them form’d one Body, calling it, T4e Cosson 
Law of England. 

2. How long did thefe Laws continue in Force ? 

A. Till William the Conqueror, who, about the 
twentieth Year of his Reign, introduced the Feudal 
Law in Exg/and, which was then the prevailing Law 
over all Europe. 

2. Did not the People of Exg/and foon defire the 
Reftoration of Edward the Confeflor’s Laws ? 

4. Yes; upon Henry I. coming to the Throne, 
they demanded, and were promifed the Reftoration ot 
them ; upon which Condition they crowned him. 

2. Did the King keep his Word ? 

A. Upon his being crowned, he, by his Charter, re- 
ftored the Laws of King Edward, except military 'Te- 
nures, which he retained as Amendments made by his 
Father, but leflened fome of the Grievances of them. 

2. Did this make the People of England ecaly ? 

A. Yes; till the old Burdens were renew'd under 
King ‘fohm, when the Barons, and principal ‘Tenants 
under the King, obtained from him a new Charter of 
Liberties, which, probably, was fomewhat fhort of 
that granted by Henry I. and yet fuller than that of 
Henry IIL: and this is Part of the Common Law of 
England to this Day. 

2, What were the Qualities of King Edward ? 

A. The Church honoured him as a great Saint; 
and fome Romi/b Writers relate, that God wrought a 
great Number of Miracles, through this King, during 
his Life-time, and by his Prayers after his Death : 
That he obferved an inviolable Chaftity with Eaithe, 
his Confort; though others aflert, that the Reajor 
why he did saieait with her as a Wife, was becaufe 
of the Difpleafure he had taken againft Earl Gocdwir, 
her Father. King Edseard was, in general, of a mild 
and peaceable Temper. He alio was charitable, and 
employ’d thofe Sums in Alms, which other Kings 
{quander away in their Pleafures. Ina word, he was 
neither remarkably Good or Bad, and had no grea: 
Genius. 

2, What elle do the Rom/ Hiftorians, above 
hinted at, fay concerning him ? 

A. That, by his Touch, he cured the Difeafe which 
now goes by the Name of the King’s-Evil ; but, ’tis

The followving is an authentic Account of the TRIALS of 
the Nine Maletattors executed at Tyburn on Wednefcay 
the 7th of this Infant February : To which is added their 
[everal Confeffions and Dying Words. 


1, 2. JyEnnis Brannam and William Purcel, were in- 

difted, for that they, on the King’s Highway, 
on Thomas Whitin, did make an Affault, putting him in 
corporal fear and danger of his Life, one Hat, value 8 s. 
one Peruke, value tos. from his Perfon did fteal, take, 
and carry away, Dec. 13. 

Thomas Whifin. I live in Shore-ditch; I had been 
overthe Water, and coming home, near the Unicorn 
Publicke-Houfe in Shore-ditch, the two Prifoners and an 
Evidence that ishere, followed me, they dodged me for 
eight or ten Minutes ; I was knocked down, I thought 
my Skull was crack’d in two, I did not fee who ftruck 
me, it was done fuddenly ; (there was a great long Scar 
on his Head) this wasabout three Minutes before cleven 
o’Clock at Night, the 13th of December : I loft my Hat 
and Wig ; the Watch being near and in purfuit of them, 
they could not take any thing. While they were follow. 
ing me, they damn’d one’s Eyes and another’s Limbs, Bran 
nam told me they fold my Hat for 4 s. and my Wig they 
loft, and that he took them from my Head himfelf ; this 
Was after he was committed, before George St. Lawe 
rence was taken, 

George St. Lawrence. On the 13th of December, the 
Day after laft Seffions, Brannam being juft turned out of 

ewgate, Iwent the next Day to fee him in Webb- 
Square, there was Purce] with him ; he asked me tomake 
Purcel drink. I {aid I had no Money ; faid he, pawn your 
Hat for a Shilling ; faid Purcel, I’! pawn my Shuttle, and 
at Night I fhall get more Money: he fent me for it, we 
went to the George and called for a Pot of Beer, he paid 
for it, and had Three-pence half-penny left, fo he would 
‘ave aDram for each to put us in Spirits; faid Dennis 
Brannam, I'll go fora Hammer and Chiffel, and I'll ei- 
ther have Money, or I'll go where I come from again. 
The time he was gone from us, Purcel and I was going 
— Webb-Sauare, he made a Blow at a Man with a 
uck and mifs’d him, I hit him and knoch’d him dows, 
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and rook his Hat, and gave it to Puree! ; he went and 
pawned it tor 1s, 6d. then we wenr ro the Ship Alehoute 
in Webdb-Sguare, and had a Pint ot Gin, which colt 6 d. 
Brannam came in with two young Fellows, fo° we drank 
One Shilling and Sixpence out there, Then we wente 
out (either to get Money by Houfe-breahing, or knock. 
ing People down and robbing them) we wen: along Shore- 
ditch, and opposite to rhe Black Dog there was a Cellar 
open, faid Brannam, {tay here, Ill go in and fee it I can 
buy a Shirt ; the Boy belonging to the Cellar, faid, Bran. 
nam, What are you doing? Brannam came out, feeing 
the Maiter, and walked up the 6trect, and the Man tol. 
lowed him, and I followed the Man; the Man laid hold 
of him, I {truck the Man on the Side of the Head, he let 
Brannam go and run away; Mr. Whiffin and another 
Man were walking betore us. 

9. to Whifin. Was there a Man along with you ? 

Whifhn. There was, my Lord ; it was my Uncie, who 
had been along with me; he walked two Yards betore 
me, but he did not fee me knock’d down. 

St. Lawrence. Brannam took the Hammer out of his 
Bofom, he hit the Profccuror with it on the Side of the 
Head, I ftruck him at the fame time with a Stick, bur 
Brannam’s Blow tetched him down ; I did not hurt him 
much ; then Brannam took his Hat and Wig; we did 
intend to take what Money he had, butthe Watch, or fome 
People, came making a Noife, fo we were obliged ro 
run; Brannam delivered the Hat and Wig to me; I put 
the Wig on my Head, and gave the Hat to Purcel; we 
crofled the Way, and ran down the fame Side of the Way 
the Robbery was done, After we had been on the other 
Side a little time, Brannam and I went through Magpye- 
Alley to his Brother-in-law’s Houfe in Phenix-itreet ; pre- 
fently up comes Purcel, {ays Brannam, what fignifies ftav- 
ing here, let’s go and get fome more Money. The Hat 
we left there. We went out, and going thro’ Wheeler.

Brannam gave him the lait Blow with the Hammer ; the 
People came out of the Houfes, and the Place began to be 
in an uproar; we took his Hat, and ran away ; then we 
went to White-Chapel, and {truck at a Man there ; he 
ftaggered againit aShop, znd we took his Hat and Wig, 
and ranaway. This was about Eleven o’Clock. 

Dugley Macanley. Brannam told me the Day after the 
Robbery, he was the Man that knocked down the Pro 
fecutor, and took his Hat and Wig, and alfo that he 
knocked down another Man in Hound{ditch the fame 
Night, and another in White-Chapel : He in Houndfditch 
was fo hurt by the Blow, that the Blood came out at his 
Ears; I faw him the lait Sunday. He told me of another 
in Wheeler-{treet. ; 

John Burts. The Prifoner Brannam came to me be- 
tween Ten and Eleven o’Clock that Night, and this Evi- 
dence with him. I live in Shoreditch near the Black 
Dog ; he ftruck at one of my Journeymen: The Man 
asked him, what he would have ? I purfued him, and took 
hold of him ; the other Witnefs {truck me, as before. I 
ran away for the Watch, and returned in about two Mi- 
nutes, as foon as I had alarmed them. When I came back 
Mr. Whiffin had juft been knock’d down and robb’d of a 
Hat and Wig, and wasall of a gore Blood. 

Jofeph Whiffin, the brofecutor’s Uncle, depofed, he 
was Walking before him at this Time, that he turned 
back, and faw him rifing withour his Hat, in a very 
blood y Condirion ; and that ir was done about three Stones 
caft from hisown Houfe, near rhe Unicorn Brew-hou's, 
Shoreditch. Both Guilry. Death. 

Yennis Brannam, aged 22, was born in Ireland, at 
what Time he came into England 1 know nor, for I couid 
net 
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not perfuade him to have any Converfation with me, be- 
ing a Papift. Since he hasbeen here, it feems he has been 
in the Weaving Trade, fomewhere about Spittle-Fields, 
where are living his Farther and Mother, both antient Peo 
pie, who came feveral Times to {ce him in the Preis-Yard, 
while under Sentence of Death, and feem’d greatly to 
lament the unhappy Cafe of their ungracious Son. He 
fecmed not to have had much Education, not appearing 
with a Book, as the reft of his Fellow-Suffcrers of the fame 
Perfuation did, from whenee ’tis reafonable to conjecture, 
he could not read. His Parenrs, and others ot the Neigh 
bourhood, who out of Refpect te them, came to fee him, 
faid, he had been an idle, loofe, and diforderiy young 
Man, and feemed to expre{s no great Surprize at finding 
him in fuch a Situation ; knowiag he had long followed 
fuch evil Courfes, as mutt needs bring him to ir, unlefs 
perfuaded to return to hisDuty. Work he was not fond 
of, and was under no Reltraint, his poor aged Parents 
being no Ways able to curb his untoward Paflions, had 
they been ever fo well inclined to do it. 

Brannam had been indicted in December Setions, and 
being difcharged rhe laft Day, for Want ot Evidence, he 
immediately returned to his old Acquaintance. The next 
Day being in Company with Purce/, and the Evidence 
againft him at his Trial, one Georee St. Laurence, they 
wanted for Drink, to raife their Courage, and having 
fome how or other got enough to get a Pot of Beer, anc 
a Dram apiece, Braynam gor a Hammer and Chiflel, and 
faid, he would have Money, or he'd go again to the Place 
trom whence he came. Accordingly he went with this 
Refolution, and the firft Thing, was to knock a Man 
down, and take away his Hat, This they immediately 
went and pawn’'d tor 18 d. which was drank out in Gin, 
and now they were ripe for Houfe-breaking, or knocking 
down People, or any other Mifchier thar fell in their 
Way and feveral oe mifchievous Blows were given to 
different Perfons that Night, by the Hands of Branxam, 
with this dangerous Weapon the Hammer. 

The next Thing he attempted, was to rob a Cellar, 
but being feen by a Boy he ran away. The Matter of the 
Cellar followed, and laid hold of him, but receiving a 
Blow on the Side of his Head, quitted his Hold and left 
him. The Profecutor and another Man were walking bee 
fore them at this Juncture. As foon as Brannam came up 
with him, he tetch’d hima Blow with the Hammer on the 
Side of bis Head, which brought him to the Ground. 
Immediately he feizes his Hat and Wig, and would have 
taken his Moncey, but fome People coming behind, fur- 
as him, and he run away ; this was in Shoreditch. 

rennam not content, propofed to his Companions to go 
and get fome Money. So away they went, and Brannam 
aneeting another Man in Hounfditch, gave hima Blow 
with his Hammer, knocking him down, and taking from 
him his Hat and Wig. But the Man making an Outcry, 
the People came out of their Houfes, and the Street was 
in an Uproar, and they were obliged to run for ir, Ae 
gain, in White-Chapel, he ferved another Man in the 
fame Manner ; al! thefe malicious Actions he was wicked 
enough to be gui!ry of the very Night after he had efcaped 
the Hands of Jultice, and if he had not been providen- 
tially prevented, What Mifchicf might he be not capable 
of? In one fo young, ’tis furprizing to think how the 
Seeds of Malice and WickednefS, could be {0 deeply 
roored. 

William Purcel, aged 23, was born in Ireland, and was 
a Papiit. In toncon he had tollowed the Butinefs of a 
Veaver, bur leit that Employment, which might have 


piven him a comfortable Liyelihood, for the Sake of Ide. 
nefy and Debauchery, which. have worked his Ruin. He 
Was {0 toolith as to pawa his working fraplements for Gin 
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the Night Brannam committed this Robbery, for whic, 
he fuffered. He had been a loofe, diforderly Perfon, ond 
though it does not appear that he was fo deeply an, 
wicked engaged as Brannam, yet he was one of jis 
Companions, and doubtlefs deferved the fame Fare, . 

This is all the Account given of them in the genging 
Dying Speech.

Michael Devet. I aman Apprentice to Mr. Fleming, 
I faw the Prifoner rife up as if he rofe out of the Ground 
by the Corner of the Entry Door, which he muft, or elie 
come out of my Matter’s Houfe, between two and three 
o’Clock in the Afternoon. I faw a filver Tankard in his 
Bofom, he walked {lowly by the Window down the Streer, 
he turned up towards the Old Change, I followed him, 
and overtook him ; I told him that Tankard did not be. 
long to him, and he fhould not go off with it ; he began 
to d--en me, and made a Blow atme, but miffed me, he 
ran away towards St. Paul’s, I called Stop Thief; near 
St. Paul’ssChurch-Yard he flung the Tankard at me, I 
ftopt and took it up, he ran, and Lafter him; the Prifoner 
put his Hand into his Pocket and took out a Butter-boar, 
which he trundled at me; aGentleman purfued and col. 
lar’d him, then brought him crofs St. Paul’s Church. 
Yard, and gave him to the Mob, then carrying him down 
the Old Change to a Conttable, he fell down, and there 
lay, the People thought he had hurt himfelf; he rofe up 
allona fudden with a Knife in his Hand, and fwore, 
the firft Man that touch’d him he would ftab; he made 
along, and ftabb’d Mr. Afhton, as he was ftanding at his 
own Door; he turned up Little Carter-Lane, then Mr. 
Alfop, a Barber, took him ; he was not about a Minute’s 
time out of my Sight all the time ; he was fearched, and 
we found the Spoons and a Pint Pot upon him. We car- 
ry’d him tothe Compter, then my Mafter came, and he 
was ordered out again to be fearched; after he had been 
in about five Minutes, there was taken out of his Pocket 
three Neckloths, a Handkerchiet, and a_halt-pint filver 
Mug.

gon Edwards, aged 26, was born in the Parifh of 
S:.Giles’s, of Parents whofe Circumitances in the World 
could afford him bur a fmail Education, his Father being 
2 Seataring Man, brought his Son wp to the Sea, which he 
filowed for nine Years. He made feveral Voyages, and 
behaved fo well on Sinip Board, with that Temper and 
Induitry, which engaged the Affections of his Officers 
and Metimates. His Employment, when trom Sea, was 
tor fome Time in the Sawyers Bufinefs, at which he was 
diligent, and kept clofe to it, till he got into the Ac- 
guaintance of a Parcel of wicked and de{perate_Feliows, 
whofe Trade was Shop-lifting, and breaking of Houfes ; 
tywhich Company he too foon gaye Way, which has 
been the Occafion of his Ruin, as himfelf declares. 

The next untortunate Step he made was entering in- 
to Matrimony, betore he was able well to provide for 
himéelf. 

This involved him in further Misfortunes and Troubles, 
becaufe he could not provide honeitly, he mult do it 
otherwife, tho? fuch Refolution was quite wrong, as him- 
lf now to his coft experiences. He practife hype a 
fume Time before underected ; but it bappened at la 
he was apprchended, and tried at the Old Bailey, for 
which Crime he was fentenced to be tranfported, by the 
Name of Yohn Brogun, for {even Years, and accor ingly 
was fhipp’d off; but before they got from Land, Edwards 
and fome others made their Efcape through the Port 
Holes, and f{wam to Shore, tho’ was a whole Day 
upon fome Rock of Land near Plymouth, where he was 
ooliged to Reft e’er he could reach the Shore, In a very 
diltrefs’d Condition he arrived again in London, with a 
tuil Purpofe, he fays, never more to follow his old Cour. 
fs, But now he began to think it unfafe, and to be afraid 
o: being {een. He found it impoffible to get any Live- 
(hood in an honeft Way, leaft he fhould be known, and 
cetected, and punifhed with Death, for being feen at large 
beture the Expiration of his fentenced Tranfportation. ; 
this terrible Condition, and Extremity of Affairs, havin

a Wife and Family, which during his former Confine- 
ment, had contraéted Debrs, he was under double Appre- 
hentionsand Terror. His fole Employment was ftaying

and idling in the Fields all Day, and returning home to 
his Family by Night. He went on in this Manner, and 
~ this Life, as long as his unhappy Wife could {upport 
im, by the Labour of her Hands; which after fome 
‘me was nor in her Power to do. He then got acquainted 
With one Tom, Pendigrafs, who led him again to all his 
mer Courtes of Vice ; and fecing nothing but Deitrue. 
Cec 
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rion and Mifery before his Eyes, yet he fell too eafy a Caps 
tive to his Temprations and Snares, and once more fell ta 


his tormer Trade. His Wite perceiving his Goings on, 
and what the End would be, oiren adyifed him ta leave 
of, while it was in h’s Power, and thacas his Charadctes 
was blafted in London, and vow no Polfibility of getting 
an honett, tho’ ever {o mean, Livelihood here, begg'd hin 
to leave his Company, and retire with her to fome Place, 
where his Character was not known ; the propofed ta 
him Port{mputh, and as he had been ufed to the Sea, fhe ad- 
vied him to go on Board a Guard Ship, while fhe was 
afhore in fome Pains-taking Way, and they might come 
together again onc Day, and live happily. But thisScheme 
proved abortive. He promifed her however he would 
go, he fays, and the Day was fixed, and agreed on both 
Sides tor their Deparrure, which was to be on the Day 
atter he was apprehended for the Fact for which he fur- 
fered. His Wite, (glad fhe had perfuaded him to con. 
fent togo with her) wenr out to Marker, to get fome- 
thing for Dinner, and in her Abfence this Pendergrats 
paid hima Vifit ; in which he foon perfuaded him to take 
a Courfe with him upon the Sneak. Betore the Wite re- 
turn’d, both were {er out, a Meifage being left they wou'd 
fuon be at Home. Pendergrafs fupplied Edwards wich 
about feven or eight Diams, berween the Place of his Ha- 
bitation, and where the Faét was committed, belides Pur!, 
in order to prepare him for the Crime he intended Ea- 
svards fhould commit. Accordingly, coming to the 
Houle in Friday-Street, Edwards lays, he {ent him in, 
whilft he remained withour ready to run, as he did, whea 
he faw the other difcovered in the Faét. 

He blefs’d Glod, thar in all his unfortunate Courfes of 
Life, ufing People ill, and Murder, was what he never 
intended, but rather abominated. And as to what he 
did, when he was taken, he declared as a dying Man, he 
knew not that he hurt any one, till he was atrerwards told 
fo. Had he not been in Liquor, he faid, he fhould nat 
have drawn a Knife, the which he bought a Day or two 
before for his own Conveniency, when he had not the 
leaft Thought cf committing this Robbery, nor had he 
any Intention, when he bought it, ro hurt any one with 
it. He was in hopes his Years and Family being repre. 
fented, would have been a Means of moving Compattion 
towards him ; but as he could obtain no farther Refpire 
for this World, he died, he faid, in Chariry with al} 
Men, forgiving, as he hoped to be forgiven, ne laid down 
this Lite in hopes of a better. ; 

He certainiy has been a notorious Thief, Shop-lifter 
and Houfe-breaker, but was very referved in his Temper, 
and would by no means confefs any Fa&, or Perfon con. 
cerned with him in any other, but what was too public 
for him to think of concealing. The Faét he fuffered fo: 
was certainly 2 moft audacious Picce of Villainy, and the 
Circumftances attending it fo flagrant as not to admit of 
any Alleviation with regard to the Punifhment of the 
Law; which being too publickly known, was a Bar to all 
Thoughts of Mercy to be expected, tho’ he could nor 
help entertaining fome Hopes of it, till within a Day or 
two of his Execution.

PON Complaint made to the Bafhaw of the 

Iniult committed by our Cruizers Upon 
two Englith Ships, and of their having pilfered 
one of them called the Chefter, Ifaac Sharp, th, 
Bafhaw replied, that ftri€t Orders were given to all 
the Captains of hisCruizers not to mole!t any Ship or 
Vetiel belonging to Princes or States in Amity with this 
Government, oa any Pretence whatloever, otherwife 
than by vifiting their Paffes according to Treaty ; 
and therefore, as the faid Commander of his Cruize, 
had aéted contrary to thofe Orders, he fllould make 
them full Satisfaction for the Utenfils and Provifion, 
taken out of the faid Englifh Ship, and be degraded 
from hisCommand. At the fame Time his Exce}. 
lency declared, that whoever for the future fhall com. 
mit the like Offence, fhall not only be banithed the 
Kingdom, but have their Goods and Effects fold to 
pay the Sufferers ; and in Cafe their Effe&s prove in- 
{ufficient, their.Heads fhall make good the Damage. 
Since which the Utenfils taken out of the faid Englith 
Ships have been reltored. 


A fhort Account of the Caufes of Earthquakes, 

S there is not now any Reafon to doubt, that 
the furprizing Shock wich happened on Thurf- 
day, the 8th Inftant, was occafioned by an Earth. 
quake, we believe that a fhort Acccunt of the 
Caufes of this dreadful Phoenomena will not be un- 
entertaining to our Keaders. 

To conceive which, it is to be obferved, that the 
Earth every where abounds in huge fubterraneous Ca- 
verns, Veins and Canals; fome of which are full of 
Water, others of Exhalations, and replete with Nitre, 
Sulphur, Bitumen, Vitriol, and the like ingenious 
Subitances. 

1. Ihe Earth, therefore, itfelf may be the Caufe 
of Earthquakes, when the bafis of fome large Mafs 
being wore away by a Fluid underneath, it finks, 
and with its Weight occafionsa Tremour of the ad- 
jacent Parts, produces a Noile, and frequently aa 
Inundation of Water. 

2. The {ubterrancous Waters may occafion Earth- 
quakes by their overflowing and cutting new Courtes; 
or the Water, being heated and rarificd by the fub- 
terraneous Fires, may emit Fumes and Blaits, which 
by their A€tion, exher on the Water, or immedi- 
ately en the Earth itfelf, may occafion great Suc- 
cuffions, 

3. Air may be the Caufe of Earthquakes; for if 
it be pent up in the too narrow Vifcera of the Earth, 
the fubterraneous, or its own native, rarifying and 
expanding it; the Force with which it endeavours to 
eicape may fhake the Earth. 

4. Fire is a principal Caufe of Earthquakes; both

che diferent Matter and Compofition of which arife 
cylphur, Bitumen, and other inhammable Sub- 
tances, {0 that it is kindled either from fome o- 
ther Fire it meets, or from its Collifion againft hard 
Bodies, or its Intermixture with other Fluids, . and 
buriting out into a greater Compats, the adjoining 
Parts are fhaken, till having forced a Paflage it {pends 
itfelf ina Vulcano. 

An Earthquake happened at Oxford in 1665, and 
another in 1683, but they are not attended here with 
the terrible Appearances that they have in hotter 
Climates. 


The Shock of the Earthquake was fo very alarm- 


‘ng, efpecially at Lord Fortefcue’s, near Groivenor’s-, 


Street, a heavy Screen was overfet: At the Apart- 
ments, three Stories high, over the ‘Treafury, a Clock 
Cafe was thrown down; at Shad Thames, feveral 
Chimneys and Part of a Houfe tumbled down, and 
the People ran out of their Houfes frighted ; White- 
chapel-Mount feemed to totter, as was affirmed by 
ome Perfons near it; Part of a Houle was thrown 
down in Paradice-Row, Newington, In fhort, at every 
Part of the City and Suburbs the Effects of it were 
fenfibly felt, and it is hardly poflible to defcribe the 
Confternation it occafioned. 


*,* Asagreeable Defcriptions were fent us of the 
late Corufcations and Aurora Borealis, we fhall be 
very much obliged for Letters of the Earthquake, the 
Week before lajt, and the Effed?s of it, e/pecially at a 
Diiance from London 3 ta order to afcertain the 
Extent of it.

T AKE of Aqua-fortis and Aqua-regia, two 
a Ounces of each ; of Sal-armoniac one Ounce ; 
Shr beit Spirits of Wine, two Drachms ; as much 
vere as may be had for half a Crown; of pure Sil- 
ei ‘wo Drachms, Thefe Materials being provided, 
‘ the Silver, when calcined,jbe put into a Viol ; and 
tig poured upon it the two Ounces of Aqua- 
tis, let it evaporate, you will have a Water, yield- 
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ing firt a blue, and afterwards a black Colour : 
Likewife put the Gold, when calcined, into a Viol, 
and having poured the Aqua-regia on it, fet it by to 
evaporate, then pour the Spirit of Wine upon the 
Sal-armoniac, leaving it alfo to evaporate ; and you 
will have a golden-colour’d Water, which will afford 
divers Colours. And after this Manner you may 
extract many ‘Tinétures of Colours out of other Me- 
tals.—This done, you may, by Means of thefe two 
Waters, paint what Picture you pleafe upon white 
Marble of the fofter Kind, renewing the Figure 
every Day for fome Time with fome frefh {uperadded 
Liquor ; and you will find that the Picture will pe- 
netrate the whole Solidity of the Stone, {fo thar 
Cutting it into as many Pieces as you will, it will 
always reprefent to you the fame Figure on both 
Sides. | 

Mr. Bird, a Stone-cutter at Oxford, practifed this 
Art before the Year 1660. Several Pieces of Marble, 
{tain’d by him, are to be feen in Oxford ; feveral o- 
thers being fhewn to King Charles II. foon after the 
Reftoration they were broke in his Prefence, and found 
to correfpond through the whole Subftance.

FOREIGN AFFATRS. 


Vienna, Feb. 5. 
AST Night, about Nine o’Clock, the Emprefs Queen 
L was fately delivered of a Princets, who was baptized 
this Morning between Eleven and Twelve, by the 
Names ot Joanna-Gabricla-Jolepha-Antonia ; his [High- 
nets Prince Lewis of Brunfwick reprefenting his Majeity 

the King of Great Britain, as Godtather. 
The folloqving Extract of a private Letter has been lately 

| received here. 

It is very natural for fuch as are either able to live upon 
their own Fortunes, or are detirous ot fubuiting on the 
Fruits of their own honeit Labour and Induitry, to yield 
an eafy Belicf to fuch News as it is their Intercit fhould be 
well founded ; and co this we begin to attribute that No- 
tion, which ftill, in a great Meafure, prevails, that the 
Tranquility of Europe is in no immediate Danger. A 
Thing mott certainly to be wifhed, more efpecially if 
withing ever fo ardently could contribute, in the leat, to 
fertle or {ecure it. 

But if we love Peace ever fo well, what fhall we fay to 
the. following Fa¢ts? The Grand Vizir is depoféd at Con- 
{tantinople, and a Perfon advanced in his room, who is 
thought to be of a more enterprifing Temper ; the Capu- 
dan Bathaw, or High Admiral, is alfo depofed ; and from 
{ame other Circumitances it is collected by thofe who have 
been hitherto of a very different Opinion, that this Change 
of Men is like to be followed with a Change of Meafures ; 
the very Apprehenfions of which, in fo critical a Conjunc- 
ture, as the grearteft cannot fail of being attended with 
fome very untoward Circumitances, and, it Credit be gi- 
ven to fome Advices, has already produced them. 

We have been amufed with the Hopes of an Accommo- 
dation in the North, of which, however, there feems to 
be no Certainty ; on the contrary, the Election in Coure 
land will certainly take Place in May or June; from 
whence it may be inferred, that thofe who preffed that E- 
leftion have already taken their Meafures, and what thotle 
Meatures are, is like to remain a Secret to the Public, till 
they come to be put in Execution.
